ANTWERP’S DANGER. 
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The Fast Spreading Flames 
Threaten the Destruction 
of the City. 


Heroic Efforts of the People to 
Check the Progress of 
the Fire. 


Appalling Sight Presented by the 
Mangled Bodies of the Dead. 
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The River Scheldt a Sheet of Burning Oil— 

The Leaping Flames Distinctly Seen at 
Brussells, Thirty Miles Away—Eighty 
: Thousand Barrels of Petroleum Lend 
Fury tothe Fire—No Accurate Account 


Given— About Two Hundred Known to Be 
Killed—The Number Injured supposed to 
Be Three Hundred—Direct Cause of the 
Explosion Not Known—Indignation ofthe 
People at the Action of the Municipal 
Authorities—A Judicial Investigation to 
Be Ordered— Funds in Aid of the Sufferers 
Sent From London—Homeless People 
Camping on the River Bank—Incidents 
of the Disaster. 


ANTWERP, September 7.—The explosion 
which took place at 2:15 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon is much werse than at first re- 
portea, and even now the loss of life and the 
terrible destruction of property cannot be 
estimated. The city is still in an uproar. 
Flames from 80,000 barrels of burning oll circle 
far above the highest tower in thecity. The 
citizens are panic-stricken. Soldiers, firemen 
and citizens in a vain attempt to save 
property drop from heat and suffocation 
within 300 yards of the fire. Oll is running on 
the face of the River Scheldt, threatening the 
boats and ships which have moved away from 
the city. How the accident occurred may never 
be known. Mr. Courlain, a merchant,bought 
40,000,000 cartridges recently which were no 
longer used by the government or in guns of 
present make. He intended to sell the pow- 
der in them and had a numberof women and 
boys opening them near port just behind the 


dry docks. 
BLOWN INTO FRAGMENTS. 


There were one hundred and twenty-five or 
one hundred and thirty persons in the mag- 
azine at 2:15 o’clock when the explosion 
occurred and not one of their bodies have 
been recovered. The shock was terrific and 
the report was heard as far away as Ghent. 
Theearth shook and a rau of glass, stones 
and flesh fell for some minutes. Nota whole 
pane of glass can de found in that section of 
the city. The immense and costly windows 
of the Cathedral were destroyed. Almost im- 
mediately the sun was obscured behind a 
cloud of smoke and flames leaped into the air. 
The petroleum warebouse containing 80,000 
barrels of oil was on fire. This 
towering blaze shut out the light 
of the sun and cast a red glare over the whole 
city. The flames were seen at Brussels, thirty 
milesaway. Near by were the hydraulic 
works of the city, which furnished power to 
the cranes and other machines in the ports 
and docks. This gave way in a twinkling 
from the concussion and became a pile of 
brick and distorted machinery. Before the 
citizens fully realized the catastrophe the fire 
had fully started, and all the puny devices 
ot man could not stop it. It spread to the city 
warehouses, where 25,000 barrels of oil are 
stored and traveled on tothe dry docks and 
ships in dock, licking them up like small 
morsels. 

THE NUMBER KNOWN TO BE KILLED. 
Nothing like an accurate account of the 
number killed can now be given, but itis 
known that there are over 200 persons dead. 
There are 150 persons dying in the 
hospital and none of them were in 
the magazine. These were burned and in- 
jured by the fire that followed and by the rain 
of missiles, the falling of walls and concus- 
sion. Over a thousand persons are injured 
more or less. The loss and damage cannot be 
estimated. 

The citizens are furious over the story, 
which has passed from mouth to 
mouth since the explosion. When Mr. Cour- 
lain wanted to place his magazine and 
cartridge factory in the city near the park 
where he could enjoy allthe shipping facili- 
ties, the City Council opposed him with all 
the devices known to municipal legisla- 
tion. The Council of the province in which 
Antwerp is situated was appealed to by Mr. 
Courlain, and he was granted permission to 
locate near the park. Both Councils saw the 
possible damage of such an occurrence as 
that of yesterday, but it is said the Provincial 
Council at the time was making political bick- 
erings, and to annoy the Town Council, 
which ise Liberal, the olericals granted the 
permission to annoy their political enemies. 
When this story was circulated the greatest 
indignation was created.

One 
hundred and thirty whole corpses lie in 
the morgues, and charred heaps of human 
remains represent an unknown number of 
dead. The first officer of the Red Line 
steamer Zealand was terribly wounded on 
board his ship. The populace watched the 
flames all night. The noise of the exploding 
barrels of oll and the falling of the ruins ex- 
actly resembled the sounds of a battle. 
Those who have been deprived of their 
homes by the fire are eneamped upon the 
river banks. The water works, which cost 
£80,000 are three parts destroyed. The oll will 
continue burning until Monday. 
INQUIRY ORDERED. 

A judicial inquiry into the origin of the ex- 
plosion has been ordered. 


An Awful Spectacle. 


Lonpon, September 7.—The spectacle of the 
shattered bodies at Antwerp is awful. In very 
many cases the dead are unrecognizable and 
present a sickening sight that appals. The 
Sisters of Mercy and the clergy are doing 
noble and arduous work in comforting the 
bereaved and making provision fer their 
wants. 

Funds are being coliected here for the Ant- 
werp sufferers. There is general condemna- 
tion of the executive and municipai authori- 
ties of that famed city for allowing the ex- 
plosives in the factory to be contiguous to 
petroleum stores. 


A BLIND MAN’S PITIFUL PLIGHT. 


Found Under the Cars in Danger of Being 
Crushed to Death. 


While two young men living in the south- 
ern partofthe city were returning to their 
homes about 10:30 o’clock last night, they 
noticed a man crawling about on his hands 
and knees among the freight cars which stand 
on the tracks at Twentieth and Clark avenue. 
His actions were so suspidious that they de- 
termined to investigate. Much to their sur- 


prise they found the prowleér to be totally blind, 
crawling about in search of some secluded 
spot where he might spend the night. His 
position was so dangerous that the young 
men took him to the Central District Station, 
where he was placed in the holdover for safe- 
keeping. The man gives bis game as Mellvilie 
Ahearn and tells a sad story. He said:

about the hospital tent, I never saw one who 
kept his gun. Verestchagin ought to paint 
out those guns.

Danish Consul Dreier Comes From Chicago 
to See the Governor. 


Mr. Ewil Dreier, Consul-General for Den- 
mark at Chicago, arrived in the city to-day to 
meet Gov. Francis, whom he expected to find 
here. Mr. Dreier’s visit was prompted by a 
cablegram from the Danish Government in- 
structing him to ask for a stay of execution 
until papers arrived from Denmark. Mr. 
Dreier was found at the Laclede Bank, and 


asked what steps he proposed to take to put 
off Anderson’s death.

Francis in 
St. Louis and came here to meet him, but if 
he is in the cityI have not yet deen able to 
find out where he is. Iknow nothing about 
the Anderson case and will not urge on the 
Governor any other reason for granting a sta 
than the request from another Government.

that.’’ 

Mr. Dreier made some inquiries concerning 
Anderson this — | asking particularily 
whether any measures had been taken to de- 
termine whether he was insane. 

Later in the eay Mr. Dreier met Gov. Fran- 
eis and laid before him the request of the 
Danish Government. Gov. Francis received 
it and said he would take it under considera- 
tion and notify Mr. Dreier of whatever action 
he determined to take in the matter.

The other circular is to be addressed to the 
editors ofthe country, asking either active 
co-operation or a suspension of judgment 
until the claims of St. Louis have been pre- 
sented. 

Yesterday the Committee od Congressional 
Action held a meeting and E. 8. Rowse was 
elected chairman and William Hyde Secre- 
tary. A memorial to Congress will be pre- 
pared and sent to all the members of the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives, as well as

A STRONG POSITION. 
A member of the Executive Committee re- 
marked: The people of St. Louis do not yet 
understand what an advantageous position the 
city holds in the contest. There are four com- 
petitors for the World’s Fair—Washing- 
ton, New York, Chicago and uis. 
The reasons advanced in favor of 
Washington are purely sentimental 
in their nature, and that city need not be re- 
garded as a formidable competitor. The hotel 
accommodations are notoriously inadequate 
for tne ordinary needs, and the railroad facili 
tles are poor. Nearly all the cities and towns 
now advocating Washington are for St. Louls 
asa second choice. New York and Chicago 
are hostile to each other, and neither wishes 
Its rival to win. The full strength of both 
these cities will be developed at the begin- 
ning, and in case of the withdrawal or im- 
pending defeat of one, its influence will be 
cast against its rival, and therefore, neces- 
sarily in favor of St. Louis. We have no 
enemies, and the dritt must be in our 
direction.’’

GALLANT O’GRADY. 


His Trouble With Miss Louise Gill Making a 
Sensation in Kansas City. 


The attempts of Miss Louise Gill of this city 
to have Lawyer John O’Grady, also formerly 
of St. Louis but now of Kansas City, recognize 
her as his lawful wife, is making quite a sen- 
sation in the cityat the mouth of the Kaw. 
Yesterday O'Grady swore out a warrant 
against her charging her with sending threat- 
ening letters through the mails. She was ar- 


rested, but furnished bail, Maj. W. P. Overton 
and F. P. Dixon being her sureties. Messrs, 
Overton and Dixon are supporting Miss Gill in 
her claim and vouch for the truth of 
her story. Miss Gill will bring suit in the 
Circuit Court to have her rights as a wife 
recognizea. She alleges that she will be able 
to produce reputable witnesses from Fulton, 
Mo., and St. uisto prove her common-law 
marriage with O’Grady. The Kansas City 
Times has the following account of Miss Gili’s 
trialinthe Police Court, yesterday, for as- 
saulting Lawyer O’Grady: 

In the course of the hearing of the case 
Miss Gill reiterated her positive statement 
that Mr. O’Grady was her busband and based 
her defense upon the theory that she had 
done or said nothing to Mr. O’Grady but what 
her marital rights justified, however inexcus- 
able her conduct might otherwise have been. 

Mr. O'Grady in giving his testimony abso- 
lutely denied that there was any truth in Miss 
Gill’s claim on him, and took occasion to 
vaunt bis ow moral courage in facing pub- 
licity rather than surrender to the demands of 
one whom he vehemently characterized as 
‘the worst blackmaller in the country.’

DESERTIONS FROM THE ARMY. 
Secretary of War Procter Will ‘Treat This 
Subject Fully in His Report. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., September 6.—The sub- 
ject of desertions from the army will be 
treated at length in the forthcoming report of 
the Secretary of War. It isone that has had 
Secretary Proctor’s earnest consideration 
from the beginning, as well as that of the 
Adjutant General’s staff. Various changes in 
camp and barrack life, with a view to increas- 


ing the soidier’s comfort and interest in his 
command, have been instituted, notably the 
consolidated mess and the canteen systems.

** Whatever causes of discontent may at one 
time have existed, such as lack of provision 
or care for the physical comfort and needs of 
the enlisted soldier or unreasonable demands 
upon and unfair or harsh treatment of him, 
have been removed so far as it is in the power 
of the military authorities to do soand the 
Cases are rare where a failure of the Govern- 
ment to make good its obligations can be 
M alleged as affording even asem- 
blance of justification for desertion.’’ 

Ia this connection it may be stated that Sec- 
retary Proctor has prepared a statement of 
the number of desertions from Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo., showing that in tne past three 
oe they have been respectively 256, 244 and 

, aremarkably even record. 

Oue feature of the bill proposed by Maj. 
Schwan gives to all peace officers, Federal and 
State, authority to arrest deserters upon their 
own responsibility,and withont warrant or 
military order. Additional safeguards against 
the readmission tothe service of ‘‘repeaters’’ 
or professional deserters, and to their identi- 
fication after such readmission, are about to 
be adopted under Instructions already given 
by the War Department. 

Another provision of the bill is that one- 
third of the soldier’s pay for the first year 
shall be retained until his discharge, and for- 
feited if he does not serve out his term. Men 
discharged before their term expires, at their 
own request, are not to receive travel pay. It 
also provides forthe adoption of the British 
custom of permitting enlisted men to purchase 
their discharges. 

Acting Adjutant-General McKeever and oth- 
er officers of the staff have, at Secretary Proc- 
tor’s request, submitted memoranda on the 
subject of desertions, which he has now under 
consideration. One of these fixes the sum to 
be required for the purchase of a discharge at 

50. The use of large dormitoriesin barracks, 
instead of what the army regulations comtem- 
plate, squad rooms for from six to ten men, is 
given as the cause of much discontent among 
the men. Acting Adjatant-General McKeever 
says, in his opinion, the chief causes of deser- 
tions are: 

1. Disappointment at the realities of mili- 
tary life. 

2. The employment of the soldier on labor- 
ers’ work without extra pay. 

3. Inequality of punishment as inflicted by 
courts-martial. 

4. Bad compaay administration. 

5. Sometimes tyrannical conduct towards 
enlisted men by officers, and more especially 
first sergeants. 

6. Above all the too often unnecessary re- 
straints imposed on the soldier. 

He also believes that the largest number of 
deserters are American born. 

1 following remedial measures are sug- 


ges : 

1. Limit term of service in the first enlist- 
ment to three years, re-enlistment to five 
years. 

2. Grant discharges on payment of cer- 
tain sums, graded according to length of 
services. 

3. Discharge men found to be inoorrigibly 
bad, without character, and thus bar their re- 
entry to the service. 

4. Secure a graded punishment for the 
guidance of courts-martial. 

Secure a better class of non-comissioned 
officers, and especiaily first sergeants, 
creasing their pay. 

Make the arrest and punishment of 
deserters more certain than at present by 
ingreasing the reward for their apprehension 
and delivery from $80 to $100. 

Secretary Proctor’s report will doubtless 
contain recommendations along tbe general 
line laid down in the suggestions above set 
forth. He is earnestly desirous of removing 
the cause ofthe reproach that can now be 
— against the army on account of deser- 

ons.

AN OLD-TIME STENOGRAP HER. 


A Reminiscence of President Johnson's 
Impeachment Trial. 


Henry Franklin Zider, whose funeral took 
place yesterday afternoon from the North 
Presbyterian Church to Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery, was well known as a shorthand reporter. 
He came to St. Louis in 1864, first engaging in 
newspaper work, and became the Secretary of 
Mayor Thomas. He subsequently was em- 
ployed a year or two as Superintendent of 
Lighting the Street Lamps,and for some years 
was the publisher of the Dry Goods and Grocery 
Reporter. When President Johnson in 1866 
visited St. Louis and made his famous speech 
from the baicony ofthe Southern Hotel, Mr. 
Zidermade a shorthand report of the same 
for his paper, employing Mr. Walbridge 
and Mr. Allen to assist him. In 
1888, when the impeachment trial of Mr. 
Johnson took place betore the Senate, Mr. 
Zider was summoned as a witness and was 
subjected to arigid examination by Benjamin 
F. Butler, manager for the prosecution, re- 
garding the alleged garbling of the speech by 
the opposition papers, in which the witness 
acquitted himsel with credit. White 
undergoing a searching cross-examina- 
tion Mr. Zider, by hie apt ro- 
responses, often turned the tables on the great 
lawyer. One instance may be cited. It hap- 
pened that Mr. Butler in the fall of 1866 delivy- 
ered a great speech in St. Louis from the west 
front of the Court-nouse, and Mr. Zider made 
a report of it. This was known to Butler, and 
the fact also that Mr. Zider was slightly af- 
flicted with deafness. When on the witness 
stand before the Senate Mr. Zider was as- 
tonnded by this question in the midst of his 
examination: ‘‘How long have you u

M’COOK’S PROPOSED SUBSTITUTE FOR THE 
GENTLEMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Outline of the Plan to Form the North 
American Railway Investors’: Union’’— 
The Legal Phaseof the Trust—English 


—Speculation in Sugar Certificates. 
Cu1caGo, September 7. 


R. JOHN J. McOCOOK, 
who wasthe Secretary 
of the bankers’ meet- 
ing in New York last 
January which sug- 
gested the formation of 
the gentlemen's asso- 
ciation, and who a 
short time ago sug- 
gested the formation of 
a railway trust, has 
| written a confidentfal 
communication to Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
Brown Bros. & Co., and Kidder, Peavody & 
Co., the New Rork bankers’ triangle, regard- 
ing his trust scheme. In this communication 
Mr. McCook says that the position taken by 
the above named firms last January was 
largely influential in the establishment of the 
Interstate Commerce Railway Association, 
which be says has rendered good and efficient 
services up to this time, but the stability and 
permanence of which is now seriously threat- 


ened. The recent cut in gram rates 
by the Baltimore & Ohio and 
the retirement of the Alton suggested 


to him the propriety of asking prominent 
railroad managers and shareholders as to 
whether the time had notcome fora ‘‘union’’ 
of shareholding interests upon a proprietary 
basis, which would be more permanent and 
effective than the ‘‘Gentlemen’s Associa- 
tion.’’ Assuch a union in any form, Mr, 
McCook says, is likely to receive hostile com- 
ment from the public and the press until its 
objects and methods are fully understood, he 
presented his suggestion in the baidest and 
least attractive form, so as to draw out and 
give in advance the benefit of adverse crit- 
icism, Which might be useful in formulating 
the final plan to be adopted. 
NO ESCAPE FROM A TRUST. 

Many of the officers of the lines now repre- 
sented in the Gentlemen’s Association, Mr. 
McCook says in his communication to the 
banker’striangle, while hesitating to say or 
do anything which would disturb the railroad 


situation, feel substantially as he does 
about the necessity for furtber 
and early action. He produces a 


letter from a president of one of the roads in 
the Gentlemen's Association whose name he 
does not give, who admits that the Gentle- 
men’s Association is a failure and says that he 
Can see no escape from an ultimate formation 
ofa railroad trust. This official, Mr. McCook 
says, expresses tac feeling of most managers 
whoin good faith entered the association. 
He further states that unless the action of the 
Burlington & Northern precipitates unexpect- 
ed trouble the association might .be able to 
maintain itself and sustain fair rates until the 
present crop is marketed, but when a short- 
age of tonnage is again felt by the railroads 
they will surely resort tothe disastrous cut- 
rate methods practicedin the past. He sug- 
geste as a name tor the trust or organization: 
North American Railway Investors’ Union.’’ 


The agreement and organization, he suggests, 
must be sufficiently — — to include 
the Canadian railway lines as well as those 
within the United States. Such a ‘‘union’’ 
must be composed of the shareholders, and 
not of the corpoiations themselves, and when 
the control of a majority of the shares of any 
two or three important lines have been se. 
game he thinks the control of others will fol- 
ow. 
THE LEGAL PHASE. 

Mr. McCook concludes his argument as fol- 
lows: From a legal stancpoint such an or- 
ganization, if properly constituted, cannot be 
overthrown while American citizens retain the 


right to hold property and 80 
long as the Constitution of the 
United States, sustained by the 


decisions of the Supreme Court, prohibits the 
enactment by the gisiatures of the several 
States of any law impairing the obligation 
of acontract.’’ The business questions in- 
volved will be quickly settled and public 
sentiment will be satisfied by the working out 
of this plan, which will give as good if not 
better results to passengers, shippers and the 
general public than any now shown by the 
proprietary lines, controlled by the 
trunk line companies extending from Buffalo, 
Pittsburg and Ohio River points to the 
differeut cities of the West. he regulation 
and control by such a proprietary 
‘‘union,’’ when once established, will destroy 
the inducements for cutting rates, and sucha 
rate war is no more likely to be started be- 
tween lines in the ‘‘union’’ than between the 
Michigan Central and the Lake Shore lines 
controlled by the New York Central, or de- 
tween the Fort Wayne and the Panhandle 
lines controlled by the Pennsylvania road. In 
other words, the existing lines will get all the 
traffic that exists, they will handle it promptly 
and cheaply, and the result is sure to give 
satisfaction to the public and better returns to 
the investors. 


The Show Trust. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcn. 

NEW YorK, September 7.—The Herald this 
morning publishes this: Not satisfied with 
gobbling the breweries, iron mills and paying 
corporations in this country, the English mo- 
nopolists have now turned their attention to 
the better-paying dime museums of this city, 
St. Louis, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, Cin- 
einnatl, and ali other large cities with a view 


of purchasing them and forming a show trust. 
Mr. P. T. Barnum and his partner, Mr. Bailey, 
are furthering the scheme, aud when the or- 
ganization is perfected they are to be the Amer- 
ican managers. Mr. Balley willsail for London 
in a week to see the Englishmen, raise the nec- 
essary capital and conclude the arrangements. 
Mr. George Middleton of the firm of Kohl & 
Middleton of Detroit was in the city yester- 
day and held a conference at John B. Doris’ 
Muséum with representatives of the large 
Boston and Philadelphia concerns.

JOHN BERGAN’S DEATH. 


IT MAY TURN OUT TO BE A CASE OF BRUTAL 
MURDER.

An Ol4 Man Found ina Dying Condition 
This Morning atthe Graveis Road and 
Jefferson Avenue—He Breathes His Last 
Without Making Any Statement—Devel- 
opments in the Mystery.

bythe name of John Bergan and who has 
been been boarding at Dust’s since Thursday 
evening. Onraising the man's head it was 
seen that he had been bleeding stightly, ut 
his wound was not thought to be of a serious 
character and his conditi n was attributed to 
liquor. He was taken tothe Arsenal street 
station. When (Officer Donnelly, the day of- 
ficer in charge, came on duty, he sus- 
pected from the man’s breathing that he 
was ‘suffering from some other cause 
than too great a quantity of alcohol, and he 
decided to send for Dr. Conrad Karges of 2914 
Arsenal street. Dr. Karges examined the 
man’s wounds and gave it as his opinion that 
the outer portion of the skull had been frac- 
tured, but whether the fracture had extended 
clear through the brain he could not say. 
The concussion caused by the accident, or 
blow, was the reasou for his unconscious 
state. The doctor gavethe man hypoder- 
dermic injections to revive bim, but his 
efforts were not attended with success, and 


Bergan died at 8:30 o’clock. An ambulance 
was sent for and the body taken to the 
Morgue. 

In the gutter close by where the unconscious 


man’s bead rested when he was discovered 
are a number of new street-car 
rails, and the theory of many 


was that he had fallen while drunk and struck 
the back of his head on the edge of one of the 
rails. This theory, however, was not com- 
patible with the fact that an open knife was 
found by the man’s side, and the fact that 
money which he was known to bave was miss- 
ing. he cut on the right lip would also be 
hard to account fr on the theory of 
accident. Bergan was not known in the 
neighborhood, and the only persons 
who were any way. well acquainted’ with him 
were two men who came with him to Dust’s 
boarding-house on Thursday evening and 
went away with hita last evening. Both of 
these men are employed in some reconstruc- 
tion work on the Union Depot Line on Call- 


fornia avenue. The name of one of 
them is James Cronan. According 
to the statement of Mr. Dust to a

place this afternoon, Cronan and another 
man came with Bergan to his place Thursday 
night. They tovk supper and afterwards 
drank considerably. hen Bergan got up the 
next day he was feeling eve | from the effects 
of his drinking and concluded he would 
not 0 to work with his two 
trlends. He remained about the saloon all 
morning. After dinner be went out, but re- 
turned aboutS5o’clocs.

AT THE MORGUE, 

A few minutes after 10 o’clock the body ar- 
rived at the morgue and was at once placed 
on a slab behind the glass forthe purpose of 
identification. It was that of a poorly dressed 
man of about 60 years, with prominent Irish 
features, black hair mixed with gray, clean- 
sbaven face and dark eyes. His clothing was 
of a poor material, gray in color, 
while hie hands and general appearance 
bespeke him a laborer. An examination of 
his pockets showed but a few buttons, a knife 
and a paper of tacks. 

Death was the result either of a concussion 
of the brain or a fracture of the skuli—which, 
the post-mortem examination will alone de- 
velop. On the back of the bead, almost at the 
bese of the brain and a little to the left 
of the spinal cord an  irregu- 
lar, jagged ecalp wound extending to 
the right and left a distance of about one and 
one-halfinchee. In the right corner of the

BRODIE’S DAKING LEAP. 


He Goes Over the Horseshoe Falls at Ni- 
agara in a Rubber Suit. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., September 7.— Steve 
Brodie acoomplished the perilous feat to-day 
of going over the Niagara Falls in a rubber 
suit. Brodie and his party arrived at Clifton 
last night. There were Ernest Gerold, John 
Ledger, John McCarthy and Wm. E. Harding 
and several newspaper correspondents. They 
put up at the Waverly Hotel and registered 
under fictitious names in order to avoid sus- 
picion. Brodie’s suit was placed 200 feet above 
the Canadian Falls last night ready for use. 
Inflatea rubber tubes, ropes, etc., were also 
placed near the Maid of the Mist landing. 
Brodie left the hotel with the party at4a. m. 
John McCarthy and Ernest Gerold and Brodie 
wenttoa point 200 feet above the falls. He 
then atripped and had bis body padded with 
cotton batting, then put on a rubber suit 
which wae inflated 52 inches round the waist 


and 75 inches around the chest, the headgear 
being aleo inflated, while two steel bands pro- 
cted his body. 
2 5:30 Brodie, with his paddle, entered the 
water. He caught the current, waved bis 
padde to Gerold and McCarthy and a few 
seconds later was shotover the center of 
the Horseshoe Falls, and luckily he was shot 
with lightning rapidity over the outside of 
one of the falling volumes of water, and was 
quickly lost in the mist and foam: He was 
buried from view for nearly two minutes, 
when a black speck covered witha thick 
white coating was seen bobbing and jumping 
to and fro in the boiling cauldron of rushing, 
urgling waters. F 
"Ise short time Brodie was caughtin the 
rushing waters and carried at a brisk pace 
toward the American shore, and then allofa 
sudden be was burried toward the Canadian 
shore, where John Ledger had ropes ready 
to drag him from the water. Ledger was 
stripped and swam out 200 feet with a rope 
fastened to his waist while W. E. Harding 
held the other end on shore. Ledger after 
several attempts reached Brodie, fastened the 
rope to the iron bands around his waist and 
then swam ashore and assisted in pulling the 
dering swimmer ashore. On Brodie being 
lifted on the rocky shore he was quickly 
stripped, brandy voured ip small quantities on 
his temples, while be was rubbed and chaffed, 
but he was insensible, and blood oozed from 
his mouth, nose and ears, probably from the 
shock or concussion. 
Brodie lay until ammonia was applied to his 
nostrils and be began to shiver and gestiou- 
late with his hands. He gradually recovered 
consciousness, and it was then found that his 
injuries were not serious. He expects to be 
able to go to New York to-morrow.
